Obama urges Congress to put off probe

WASHINGTON — President Barack 
Obama on Saturday urged Congress to hold 
off on any investigation of the Fort Hood 
rampage until federal law enforcement and 
military authorities have completed their 
probes into the shootings at the Texas Army 
post, which left 13 people dead. 

On an eight-day Asia trip, Obama turned 
his attention home and pleaded for lawmak- 
ers to “resist the temptation to turn this 
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tragic event into the political theater.” He 
said those who died on the nation’s larg- 
est Army post deserve justice, not political 
stagecraft. 

“The stakes are far too high,” Obama said 
in a video and Internet address released by 
the White House while the president was 
flying from Tokyo to Singapore, where Pa- 
cific Rim countries were meeting. 

Army psychiatrist Maj. Nidal Malik Hasan, 
39, was charged Thursday with 13 counts of 
premeditated murder in the Nov. 5 shooting 
spree at Fort Hood. Army investigators have 





said Hasan is the only suspect and could face 
additional charges. 

Obama already had ordered a review of 
all intelligence related to Hasan and wheth- 
er the information was properly shared and 
acted upon within government agencies. 
Several members of Congress, particularly 
Michigan Rep. Peter Hoekstra, the top Re- 
publican on the House Intelligence Commit- 
tee, have also called for a full examination of 
what agencies knew about Hasan’s contacts 
with a radical Muslim cleric in Yemen.

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President 
pledges 
stronger 
Asia ties

TOKYO — President Barack 
Obama launched his inaugural 
trip to Asia this weekend by call- 
ing for a revitalized alliance with 
Japan and declaring the United 
States a member of the Pacific 
region. 

Nuclear threats from North 
Korea, rising extremism in is- 
land nations, growing trade be- 
tween the United States and Asia, 
concerns about climate change, 
and continued human trafficking 
all unify interests on both sides of 
the Pacific, Obama said. 

“T want everyone to know, and 
I want everyone in America to 
know, that we have a stake in the 
future of the region, because what 
happens here has a direct effect 
on what happens on our lives at 
home,” the president said at a 
morning speech in Tokyo before 
a crowd of 2,000 invited guests. 

Obama’s call for a stronger 
relationship with Pacific na- 
tions comes as the United States 
faces a test of wills with Japan, 
one of its greatest economic and 
military allies. The two countries 
are at odds over the future of the 
U.S. troop presence on Okinawa, 
Japan’s southernmost island that 
hosts nearly half of the almost 
50,000 American servicemem- 
bers in the country. 

“That is why, at this critical 
moment in history, the two of us 
have not only reaffirmed our alli- 
ance, we’ve agreed to deepen it,” 
Obama said Saturday morning in 
the main concert arena of Sun- 
tory Hall.

But during his 24-hour visit to 
Japan that stretched over Friday 
and Saturday, Obama stopped 
short of directly tackling the Oki- 
nawa issue. Instead, the president 
acknowledged that Japanese vot- 
ers had called for “a promise of 
change,” comparing his own his- 
toric election last year with that of 
Prime Minister Yukio Hatoyama, 
whose Democratic Party of Japan 
this fall beat out the five-decade 
rule of the more conservative 
Liberal Democratic Party. 

That change allows for an ex- 
peditious review of the three- 
year-old Marine relocation plan, 
Obama and Hatoyama said at a 
Friday night news conference, 
repeating pledges from earlier in 
the week. 

Obama’s visit to Japan, two 
months before the 50th anniver- 
sary of the U.S.-Japan alliance, 
was the first of a four-country 
tour in Asia. Other planned stops 
included an Asia-Pacific Eco- 
nomic Cooperation meeting in 
Singapore, an official state dinner 
in Beijing and meeting with South 
Korean leaders and U.S. troops. 

On Saturday morning, Obama 
praised Japan and its neighbors 
for working together in recent 
years to build economic ties and 
encourage democratic values. 

The president criticized North 
Korea for its continued provoca- 
tions and nuclear ambitions. 

“We will not be cowed by 
threats, and we will continue to 
send a clear message through our 
actions, and not just our words,” 
Obama said. “North Korea’s re- 
fusal to meet its international 
obligations will lead only to less

security, not more.” 

Obama also called China’s 
emergence as an economic power 
a success not to be feared. 

“The United States does not 
seek to contain China. ... The rise 
of a strong and prosperous China 
can be a source of strength for the 
community of nations,” he said to 
applause. 

Early in his remarks, Obama 
reflected on his only other visit 
to Japan when he was a child, 
remembering the Buddhist tem- 
ples of Kamakura and the taste 
of green tea ice cream. He gave 
special thanks to the residents of 
a tiny northwestern fishing and 
logging town that shares his name 
— Obama, Japan — to one of the 
first of about a dozen rounds of 
applause. 

Later in the speech, Obama 
turned his attention to Myanmar 
— which he referred to as Burma. 
He called on the military-run 
government to release its political 
prisoners and ease its restrictions 
on human rights or face continued 
pressure from the United States. 

“Existing sanctions will re- 
main until there are concrete 
steps toward democratic reform,” 


Obama said. 

After the speech, Ginowan 
Mayor Yoichi Iha noted Obama’s 
push to uphold human rights. 

“T would like for him to start 
in Okinawa,” said Iha, whose city 
includes Marine Corps Air Sta- 
tion Futenma, the focal point of 
the argument involving the troop 
relocation on the island. 

Last week, Iha brought a resolu- 
tion to Tokyo in which Okinawan 
residents called for the closing of 
the base at Futenma and a halt to 
the planned relocation to a more 
rural part of the island. 

The people, Iha argued, are 
worried about the potential dan- 
gers of keeping a busy air station 
in the midst of people’s homes 
and businesses. 

Iha said the visit was an oppor- 
tunity for the president to better 
understand the new government’s 
campaign promises to revisit the 
military agreement. The mayor 
also said he hoped that next time 
Obama would visit Okinawa, “as 
soon as possible.”

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Family, friends mourn

KIEL, Wis. 
he hundreds of people who lined the 
main street of a small Indiana city Sat- 
urday fell solemnly silent as a white 
hearse passed by on its way to the 

church. Mourners streamed into a Wisconsin 
gymnasium to remember a soldier who once 
promised to take down Osama bin Laden. 

Across the country, many stood before flag- 
draped coffins during funeral services for sev- 
eral of the 13 victims of the Nov. 5 shootings in 
Fort Hood, Texas. 

In Plymouth, Ind. Sheila Ellabarger had 
placed two foot-high American flags in the 
grass where she watched the procession for 
Army Staff Sgt. Justin DeCrow. She said her 
children went to school with DeCrow and his 
wife — his high school sweetheart — and she 
knew other members of his family. 

“He was killed by a terrorist in my mind but 
he was still killed in the line of duty. We owe 
him a debt of gratitude, him and his family and 
the other soldiers. We owe them our lives, our 
freedom,” Ellabarger said. 

During services in Norman, Okla., snapshots 
from Army Spc. Jason Dean Hunt’s recent wed- 
ding were projected near his casket. The 22- 
year-old was described as a loving husband and 
family man as well as a soldier who left a legacy 
of selflessness and service. 

The high school gymnasium in Kiel, Wis., was

filled Saturday for Staff Sgt. Amy Krueger’s fu- 
neral. A visitation had been held there Friday 
where the 29-year-old was remembered as a 
determined, energetic young woman. 

She joined the Army Reserve after the 2001 
terrorist attacks and vowed to hunt down bin 
Laden. When her mother said she couldn’t do it 
alone, the soldier defiantly told her, “watch me.” 

Krueger was to deploy to Afghanistan for a 
second time in December and had recently been 
sent for training at Fort Hood, where authori- 
ties allege Army psychiatrist Maj. Nidal Malik 
Hasan opened fire at a processing center. 

“Her smile would light up any room, her en- 
ergy would envelope all of those around her,” 
her parents, Jeri and David Krueger, said in a 
statement. “It is that smile and that energy that 
keeps us going throughout this difficult time.” 

She was what they call “Army Proud.” 
Krueger always wore an Army hat or shirt 
around town and sported a tattoo that had a tat- 
tered American flag and read: “All gave some. 
Some gave all. Sacrifice.” 

Other funerals on Saturday were for Capt. 
John Gaffaney, 56, a psychiatric nurse who 
worked for San Diego County, Calif., and Pfc. 
Michael Pearson, 22, of Bolingbrook, III. 

Among the mourners at Pfc. Aaron Thomas 
Nemelka’s service were Utah Gov. Gary Her- 
bert and U.S. Rep. Jason Chaffetz. 

The 19-year-old Nemelka, of West Jordan, 
Utah, joined the Army a little more than a year 
ago and was preparing to deploy to Iraq.

Hoekstra confirmed last week that 
government officials knew of about 10 
to 20 e-mails between Hasan and the 
radical imam, beginning in Decem- 
ber 2008. 

A joint terrorism task force over- 
seen by the FBI learned late last year 
of Hasan’s repeated contact with the 
cleric, who encouraged Muslims to 
kill U.S. troops in Iraq. The FBI said 
the task force did not refer early in- 
formation about Hasan to superiors 
because it concluded he wasn’t linked 
to terrorism. 

Lawmakers, however, already have 
announced they want their own in- 
vestigations and were frustrated with 
what they view as a less-than-forth- 


coming administration. 

Republican Rep. Howard McKeon 
said he wanted to go ahead with an 
investigation from the House Armed 
Services Committee, where he is the 
top Republican. He said he wanted 
an investigation that wouldn’t com- 
promise law enforcement or military 
investigations that were continuing on 
separate tracks. 

In the Senate, Sen. Joe Lieberman, 
a Connecticut independent, said his 
Homeland Security Committee was 
opening an investigation. 

Obama said he was not opposed 
to hearings — eventually. But he 
strongly pressed lawmakers to hold 
off until the probes now under way 
are completed. 


Congressman says Hasan had communications with Pakistan

FORT HOOD, Texas — The Army psy- 
chiatrist charged with killing 13 people 
in a shooting spree at Fort Hood made or 
accepted wire transfers with Pakistan, 
a country wracked by Muslim extremist 
violence, a Republican congressman said 
Friday. 

Texas Rep. Michael McCaul, the rank- 
ing GOP member of the House Homeland 
Security Intelligence Subcommittee, said 
people outside the intelligence community 
with direct knowledge of the transfers also 
told him Maj. Nidal Malik Hasan also had 


communications with 
Pakistan. 

“He may have 
friends or relatives 
or whatever and this 
could be totally (inno- 
cent),”’ McCaul said in 
a telephone interview. 
“But if he is wiring 
money to Pakistan, 
that could be terrorist 
financing. If he was 
receiving money from 
Pakistan, that is more significant.” 

McCaul said he does not know the direc- 
tion of the transfers and communications, 
only that they passed between Hasan and

Pakistan. He said the lack of additional in- 
formation is why Congress should launch 
an investigation. 

Hasan, 39, was charged Thursday with 
13 counts of premeditated murder in a mil- 
itary court, and Army investigators have 
said he is the only suspect in the case and 
could face additional charges. His attor- 
ney, John Galligan, has said prosecutors 
have not yet told him whether they plan to 
seek the death penalty. 

A pair of civilian police officers re- 
sponding to the Nov. 5 attack, in which 43 
people were also injured, including 34 with 
gunshot wounds, shot Hasan four times. 
Recovering in the intensive care unit at 
San Antonio’s Brooke Army Medical Cen- 


ter, Hasan has told his attorney he has no 
feeling in his legs and extreme pain in his 
hands. 

Galligan said doctors have told Hasan he 
may be permanently paralyzed from the 
waist down. He called his client’s medi- 
cal condition “extremely serious” and 
said Hasan didn’t flinch when Galligan 
touched his leg during a meeting Thurs- 
day, when one of Hasan’s relatives was 
able to see him for the first time since he 
was hospitalized. 

Hospital spokesman Dewey Mitchell 
said he could not confirm whether Hasan 
was paralyzed, since Hasan has directed 
hospital officials not to release any infor- 
mation about his condition or injuries.

ABOARD THE USS GEORGE 
WASHINGTON — In a scene 
reminiscent of Tom Cruise’s 
“Top Gun,” a combat jet pulled up 
to the aircraft carrier’s catapult. 
Hand salutes were exchanged be- 
tween the pilot and ground crew 
and, moments later, the plane 
screamed down the short run- 
way, hitting 140 mph in just three 
seconds. 

Minutes later, the scene repeat- 
ed itself as the fight-deck crews 
— wearing different-colored 
shirts to signify their different 
duties — sent more jets roaring 
off on more air missions. 

This year’s ANNUALEX was 
in full gear Friday. Ships and 
aircraft from the U.S. Navy and 
the Japan Maritime Self-Defense 
Force filled the ocean and skies 
off the coast of Okinawa for the 
annual naval maneuvers, which 
started last Tuesday and will 
conclude Wednesday. With 8,500 
U.S. sailors participating, AN- 
NUALEX is the biggest yearly 


exercise between the two nations, 
officials said. 

Capt. Ross Myers, the com- 
mander of Carrier Air Wing 5, 
embarked aboard the George 
Washington, said the annual ex- 
ercise is key to the two countries’ 
warfighting skills. 

“We learn valuable lessons 
working with each other, which 
allows us to operate at our full po- 
tential during a time of conflict,” 
Myers was quoted as saying in 
a Navy news release. “Having 
JASDF pilots on board helps us 
gain a greater understanding of 
each other’s capabilities.”

Arlington record keeping

ARLINGTON, Va.—Army Sec- 
retary John McHugh has ordered 
an investigation into allegations 
of poor record keeping and “lost 
accountability of some graves” at 
Arlington National Cemetery, the 
Defense Department announced 
Friday afternoon. 

“As the final resting place of 
our nation’s heroes, any questions 
about the integrity or account- 
ability of its operations should 
be examined in a manner befit- 
ting their service and sacrifice,” 
McHugh said in a DOD news 
release. 

The move comes after cem- 
etery workers buried cremated 
remains in a grave site already in 
use and then moved the remains, 
possibly without notifying the 
next of kin, officials said. 

“Since then, questions have 
been raised over whether cem- 
etery officials used proper pro- 
cedures to correct the mistake, 
including notifying the next of 
kin,” Friday’s news release said. 

Also Friday, the Army released 
the results of an investigation that 
found officials at the cemetery 
did not properly mark a grave 
discovered in 2003 in what was 
supposed to be a vacant plot. 

“Between May 2003 and July 
2009, there is no evidence that a 
temporary grave marker or a per- 
manent headstone was prepared 
or placed at the grave site where a 
casket was known by [cemetery] 
staff members to be interred,” 
the report said. 

In July, the cemetery superin- 
tendent launched a check of re- 
cords from 1979 to 2003 to try to 
identify whose remains were in 
the unmarked grave, the report 
said. 

An ensuing investigation could 
not determine whose grave was 
discovered, but it is possible that 
a husband and wife who died 
years apart were buried in ad-

jacent grave sites instead of the 
same plot, Military District of 
Washington spokesman Col. Dan 
Baggio said in the news release. 
The husband and wife’s names 
were redacted from the report. 
“Cemetery officials have or- 
dered new grave markers for the 
site,” thenews release said. “While 
exhuming the remains and con- 
ducting DNA testing would pro- 


vide a 100 percent assurance of 
the cemetery’s findings, the fam- 
ily has declined taking such inva- 
sive action. The Army is abiding 
by their wishes.” 

In July the grave was marked 
as an “unknown,” but it will now 
be properly marked, said Army 
spokesman Gary Tallman.

NATO disputes claim it killed 
Aighan civilians during raid

KABUL — NATO and Afghan 
forces killed several insurgents, 
including an armed woman, in a 
search operation in western Af- 
ghanistan on Saturday, the alli- 
ance said. 

The governor of Shindand dis- 
trict in Herat, where the operation 
took place, said three civilians 
were killed and three children 
were wounded when insurgents 
used a civilian house for cover 
during the fighting. 

NATO rejected claims that the 
operations had caused civilian 
casualties, saying the security 


force “protected several women 
and children present in the com- 
pounds, and no civilians were 
harmed during the operation.” 

The alliance said the operation 
was conducted because the area 
was “associated with a leading 
(bomb) facilitator.” 

In the southern province of 
Zabul, a woman was accidentally 
killed when another joint opera- 
tion by Afghan and international 
forces used explosives to enter a 
compound in search of a Taliban 
district commander, NATO said. 

In the same province, a district 
chief said a roadside bomb struck 
a civilian vehicle, killing three 


people and wounding two others. 

Separately, the alliance an- 
nounced the deaths of two U.S. 
servicemembers and an Ameri- 
can civilian contractor in two ex- 
plosions Friday in southern and 
eastern Afghanistan. 

One U.S. servicemember was 
killed by a roadside bomb in south- 
ern Afghanistan, while the other 
troop and the contractor died in 
a separate bomb attack in eastern 
Afghanistan, NATO said. 

No further details were released 
about the deaths, which brought 
the number of U.S. servicemem- 
bers killed this month to eight.

WASHINGTON — In the big- 
gest trial of the age of terrorism, 
the professed mastermind of the 
Sept. 11, 2001, attacks on the 
United States and four alleged 
henchmen will be hauled before 
a civilian court on American soil, 
barely a thousand yards from the 
site of the World Trade Center’s 
twin towers they are accused of 
destroying. 

Attorney General Eric Holder 
announced the decision Friday to 
bring Khalid Sheikh Mohammed 
and four others detained at Guan- 
tanamo Bay, Cuba, to trial at a 
New York City courthouse. 

It is a risky move. Trying the 
men in civilian court will bar 
evidence obtained under duress 
and complicate a case where any- 
thing short of quick and certain 
convictions will empower Presi- 
dent Barack Obama’s critics. 

The case is likely to force the 
civilian federal court to confront 
a host of difficult issues, includ- 
ing rough treatment of detainees, 
sensitive intelligence gathering 
and the potential spectacle of 
defiant terrorists disrupting pro- 
ceedings. U.S. civilian courts pro- 
hibit evidence obtained through 
coercion, and a number of detain- 
ees were questioned using harsh 
methods some call torture. 

Holder insisted both the court 
system and the untainted evi- 
dence against the five men are 
strong enough to deliver a guilty 
verdict and the penalty he ex- 
pects to seek: a death sentence 
for the deaths of nearly 3,000 
people who were killed when four 
hijacked jetliners slammed into 
the towers, the Pentagon, and a 
field in western Pennsylvania. 

“After eight years of delay, 
those allegedly responsible for 
the attacks of September the 11th 
will finally face justice. They will 
be brought to New York, to New 
York,” Holder repeated for em- 
phasis, “to answer for their al-

mM Mohammed admitted to interroga- 
tors that he was the mastermind of the at- 
tacks. He allegedly proposed the concept 
to Osama bin Laden as early as 1996, 
obtained funding for the attacks from bin 
Laden, oversaw the operation and trained 
the hijackers in Afghanistan and Pakistan. 
He was born in Pakistan’s Baluchistan 
province and raised in Kuwait. 


Legal risks may 
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accompany 9/11 trials

leged crimes in a courthouse just 
blocks away from where the twin 
towers once stood.” 

Holder said he decided to bring 
Mohammed and the other four 
before a civilian court rather than 
a military commission because 
of the nature of the undisclosed 
evidence against them; because 
the Sept. 11 victims were mostly 
civilians; and because the attacks 
took place on U.S. soil. Institu- 
tionally, the Justice Department, 
where Holder has spent most of 
his career, has long wanted to re- 
assert the ability of federal courts 
to handle terror cases. 

Lawyers for the accused al- 
most certainly will try to have 
charges thrown out based on the 
rough treatment of the detainees 
at the hands of U.S. interrogators, 


including repeated waterboard- 
ing, or simulated drowning, of 
Mohammed. 

The question has been raised 
as to whether the government 
can make its case without using 
coerced confessions. 

That may not matter, said Pat 
Rowan, a former Justice Depart- 
ment official. 

“When you consider everything 
that’s come out in the proceedings 
at Gitmo, either from the mouth 
of Khalid Sheikh Mohammed and 
others or from their written state- 
ments submitted to the court, it 
seems clear that they won’t need 
to use any coerced confessions in 
order to demonstrate their guilt,” 
said Rowan. 

Held at Guantanamo since Sep- 
tember 2006, Mohammed said in 


military proceedings there that 
he wanted to plead guilty and be 
executed to achieve what he views 
as martyrdom. In a letter from 
him released by the war crimes 
court, he referred to the attacks as 
a “noble victory” and urged U.S. 
authorities to “pass your sentence 
on me and give me no respite.” 

Holder insisted the case is on 
firm legal footing, but he acknowl- 
edged the political ground may 
be more shaky when it comes to 
bringing feared al-Qaida terror- 
ists to U.S. soil. 

“To the extent that there are 
political consequences, Ill just 
have to take my lumps,” he said. 

Any political consequences, 
however, will reach beyond Hold- 
er to his boss, Obama.

Daryl Kimball, executive director of the Arms 


Control Association, who 
follows the negotiations, 
said negotiations have been 
difficult only because of 
the time pressure of the 
expiring treaty.

to Iran may close schools, mosques

NEW YORK — The organiza- 
tion that federal investigators 
say is a front for the Iranian gov- 
ernment has spent millions of 
dollars over the years on philan- 
thropy: buying property for four 
U.S. mosques, funding religious 
schools and language classes, and 
translating books on Islam. 

The move to seize assets held 
by the New York-based Alavi 
Foundation will cripple the chari- 
ty’s work and put the government 
in the awkward position of poten- 
tially shutting down the houses of 
worship, which occupy buildings 
and land that Alavi owns. 

There are no claims of wrong- 
doing at the mosques. And they 


will stay open as prosecutors try 
to take hold of the hundreds of 
millions of dollars in Alavi money 
and property. The mosques were 
not mentioned by name, only list- 
ed by street address. 

On Friday, the government 
moved to cut off Alavi’s direct 
access to its money, according to 
court records. 

The Islamic centers and schools 
are deeply dependent on Alavi 
funding, according to tax records 
and the mosques’ own Web sites. 
That makes them more vulner- 
able if the foundation closes. 

Sabukta Chowdhury, a parent at 
the Razi School, a K-12 school that 
is part of the Imam Ali Mosque in 
the Queens borough of New York 
City, said her child would be upset 


if the school closed. 

“The school is very good,” 
Chowdhury said outside the 
building Friday. “My child very 
sad. They do not want to go to an- 
other school.” 

Abdulaziz Sachedina, a Uni- 
versity of Virginia professor and 
expert on Shiite Islam, predicted 
the four Islamic centers in New 
York, Maryland, Texas and Cali- 
fornia would shut down. 

“T’'m just upset that the 
mosques are being targeted for 
closure,” said Ahmed Shabazz, 
who organizes community ser- 
vice work at the Islamic Center 
of Houston. “There’s guilt by as- 
sociation, it seems to me at this 
point, because of who we rent the 
property from.”

H;x-congressman 
gets 13-year term 
in bribery case

ALEXANDRIA, Va. — Prose- 
cutors called a former Louisiana 
congressman’s corruption the 
most extensive in the history of 
Congress. His punishment deliv- 
ered a similar message. 

William Jefferson, who fa- 
mously hid $90,000 cash in his 
freezer, was sentenced Friday 
to 13 years in prison for taking 
bribes, the longest term ever im- 
posed on a congressman for brib- 
ery charges. 

The Democrat who represented 
parts of New Orleans for nearly 
20 years was convicted in August 
of taking about $500,000 in bribes 
and seeking millions more in ex- 
change for using his influence to 
broker business deals in Africa. 

“There must be some sort of 


greed virus that attacks those in 
power,” U.S. District Judge T.S. 
Ellis III said. 

Jefferson was allowed to re- 
main free until a hearing later 
this week. Prosecutors want him 
to begin serving his sentence 
immediately, while the defense 
wants Jefferson to remain free 
while he appeals his conviction. 

Jefferson was also ordered to 
forfeit roughly $470,000 in brib- 
ery proceeds — the government 
expects to seize Jefferson’s retire- 
ment savings and other assets to 
enforce the judgment. Jefferson, 
meanwhile, has filed for bank- 
ruptcy protection and his wife is 
claiming rights to some of those 
assets. 

Jefferson became Louisiana’s 
first African-American  con- 
gressman since Reconstruction 
in 1991. He served until 2008. 


New Ohio federal prosecutor to 
shift Some attention from terror

COLUMBUS, Ohio — Eight 
years after the 9/11 attacks, the 
time has come to shift crime- 
fighting resources to other areas 
while keeping terrorism as a top 
priority, a new Ohio federal pros- 
ecutor said. 

So many federal agents were 
moved to terror investigations 
that prosecutions of more tra- 
ditional crimes suffered, said 
Carter Stewart, the new U.S. At- 
torney for the Southern District 
of Ohio. 

“T would like to have more re- 
sources go back to our bread-and- 
butter cases,” Stewart told The 
Associated Press on Friday. 

Carter said his prosecution 
priorities will include financial 


crime, mort- 
gage fraud, 
public cor- 
ruption, en- 
vironmental 
crime and 
the  exploi- 
tation of 
children. 

“Obvious- 
ly, we don’t 
want to go 
overboard, 
we don’t 
want to shift all our resources out 
of terrorism,” Stewart said. “But 
I think there’s probably a balance 
to be found.” 

President Barack Obama nom- 
inated Stewart, and the U.S. Sen- 
ate confirmed him Sept. 15.

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Suicide blast at Pakistan 
checkpoint leaves 11 dead

PESHAWAR, Pakistan — A sui- 
cide car bomber attacked a police 
checkpoint in northwest Pakistan 
on Saturday, killing 11 people, in- 
cluding four children, the latest 
in a wave of militant attacks that 
have claimed more than 300 lives 
in the past month. 

The attack on the outskirts of 
Peshawar underlines the city’s 
ominous status as a primary tar- 
get for militants trying to force 
the military to end an offensive 
against their associates launched 


last month in the border region of 
South Waziristan, where al-Qaida 
and Taliban leaders are believed 
to be hiding. 

Strikes in the past week alone 
have killed more than 50 people in 
the city, including 10 at the region- 
al office of Pakistan’s top intelli- 
gence agency, which was targeted 
by a massive truck bombing Fri- 
day. The agency, Inter Services 
Intelligence, has been overseeing 
much of the country’s anti-terror 
campaign. 

On Saturday, a Taliban com-

Trade between Koreas 
unfazed by naval clash

SEOUL — A North Korean 
cargo ship entered South Korean 
waters Saturday — a sign that 
trade has been unaffected by a 
recent deadly naval clash off their 
western coasts, an official said. 

The ship dropped anchor west 
of Seoul just one day after North 
Korea’s military threatened to 
“take merciless military mea- 
sures to defend” itself and warned 
that South Korea would be forced 
to pay a heavy price for the recent 
firefight over their disputed mari- 
time border. 

A Unification Ministry spokes- 
man said, however, that neither 
side has taken any measures to re- 
strict inter-Korean trade — one of 
few legitimate sources of foreign 
currency for the impoverished 


communist North. 

The naval skirmish was the first 
in seven years and came ahead of 
atrip to Seoul by President Barack 
Obama, who arrives Wednesday. 
A senior South Korean military 
officer said one North Korean of- 
ficer died in the fight and three 
others were wounded. South 
Korea suffered no casualties. 

South Korea responded by put- 
ting its 680,000-member military 
on guard, though officials said 
they have seen no evidence of un- 
usual North Korean moves. 

The decision to permit the 
North Korean ship entry was 
made before the clash, Unifica- 
tion Ministry spokesman Chun 
Hae-sung said. 

North Korean’ ships have 
docked 35 times at the port in the 
first nine months of the year, ac- 
cording to the Port Authority. 


Fire at shooting range in South Korea kills 10 


SEOUL — A fire tore though an indoor shooting range in south- 
ern South Korea on Saturday, killing 10 people, including at least two 
Japanese tourists, and injuring six, police said. 

Nine Japanese tourists and their South Korean guide were inside 
the facility in the southeastern port city of Busan when the fire broke 
out on the second floor of a five-story building, police official Han 
Jong-seok said. He said it was not known how many other people 


were in the building at the time. 


Four people — two Japanese and two South Koreans — were being 
treated for burns over 50 percent to 90 percent of their bodies at 
Hana hospital in Busan, which specializes in burn treatment, the 


hospital said.

n the past few years, Jeff 
Dunham has become some- 
thing akin to a rock star. 
The 47-year-old entertainer 
routinely sells out concert halls 
and arenas at home and abroad, 
travels in a decked-out touring 
bus and just launched a new 
weekly cable television show. 

He can thank a bunch of 
dummies with names including 
Bubba J, Walter and Achmed 
the Dead Terrorist for his suc- 
cess. For the first time since the 
heyday of Edgar Bergen and his 
dummy Charlie McCarthy and 
“The Ed Sullivan Show,” nearly 
a half century ago, ventrilo- 
quism has moved back into the 
entertainment mainstream, and 
Dunham is leading the way. 

With his tousled-hair guy-next- 
door look and a comedy rou- 
tine that mixes raucous banter 
with his dummies’ riffs on life, 
Dunham?’s rise has gone mostly 
unnoticed by the national media. 
When the critics bother with 
him, the notices are often hostile. 

But according to the Forbes 
Celebrity 100 list of top enter- 
tainers, he earned an estimated 
$30 million last year, just behind 
Chris Rock and Jerry Seinfeld 
in comedy. And the October 
premiere of Comedy Central’s 
“The Jeff Dunham Show,” which 
takes his characters off the stage 
and “into the real world,” scored 
the highest ratings in the cable 
network’s history, pulling in 
more than 5 million viewers. 

With a studied modesty, 
Dunham says he’s living out 
a fantasy that began when he 
was 8 and got his first ventril- 
oquist’s dummy. Since then, 
he’s matured during more than 
a decade on the road playing 
small clubs and hoping for a 
breakthrough. 

“I saw what Edgar Bergen 
did and I thought, ‘I want to 
do that,” Dunham said. “I’ve 
always had this dream of push- 
ing things as far as I could take 
them, so I’m not totally sur- 
prised by what’s happening. But 
I never expected the internation- 
al thing. We sold out this 8,000 to 
9,000-seat arena in Copenhagen, 
where English is a second lan- 
guage, and people were shouting 
out lines for Bubba J.” 

He has sold more than 4 mil- 
lion DVDs, his “Very Special 
Christmas Special” set a record 
for ratings on Comedy Central 
and his clips have more than 
360 million hits on YouTube. 

“Jeff has brought some re- 
spectability back to an art form 
and craft that has been sorely 
lacking,” said Tom Ladshaw, 

a ventriloquism historian and 
board member of the Vent 
Haven Museum in Fort Mitch- 
ell, Ky., which bills itself as the 
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Jett Dunham raises

world’s only museum devoted to 
the art of ventriloquism. “Edgar 
Bergen and Charlie McCarthy 
captured the public’s imagina- 
tion, but with [Bergen’s] passing, 
it fell back into obscurity.” 
Bergen and Charlie McCar- 
thy, a wooden dummy with a top 
hat, monocle and razor-sharp 
wit, were a beloved act for close 
to three decades starting in the 
late 1930s, delighting audi- 
ences on radio, then movies and 
television. The team’s popular- 


ity rivaled that of high-rolling 
entertainers such as Frank 
Sinatra and sparked numerous 
imitators. 

But with Bergen’s retirement 
and the decline of the television 
variety show in the late 1960s, 
ventriloquists gradually lost 
their mass appeal and were left 
to work largely in the world of 
children’s theater and county 
fairs. During this fallow period, 
only a few like Paul Winchell, 
Shari Lewis and Senor Wences 


(known for working with faces 
drawn on his hand) were able to 
carry on the performance tradi- 
tion with any fanfare. 

But Dunham, growing up in 
Dallas, realized that speaking 
through a dummy gave him li- 
cense to be more outspoken than 
he would have been on his own. 

“T loved the feeling of getting 
away with stuff that I, Jeff, could 
never get away with saying,” he 
said recently in a sitting room at 
home in Los Angeles, which he

shares with his three daughters. 
He separated recently from his 
wife of 14 years. 

Today, he talks through a 
crew of misfits including “white 
trash” beer lover Bubba J and 
frowning old man Walter with 
crossed arms and an even cross- 
er attitude. Dunham describes 
his act as having “absolutely no 
redeeming social value whatso- 
ever.” 

Most of his dozen or so 
characters have their own 
catchphrases, which audiences 
usually sing out like song lyr- 
ics. At the moment, the most 
prominent is Achmed the Dead 
Terrorist, a skeletal figure with 
egg-sized eyes, bushy eyebrows 
and a beard, who berates view- 
ers: “Silence! I keel you!” (One 
YouTube performance clip fea- 
turing Achmed has more than 
96 million views.)

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Army tests wallpaperlike 
material that could 
keep out blast debris

ne idea the Army is testing to safeguard its soldiers is a wall- 

O paperlike material that protects building occupants from 
blasts. 

The material is called X-Flex and it is designed to protect people 
inside buildings at forward operating bases and at other potential 
targets. X-Flex was developed by Indiana-based Berry Plastics and 
the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers. 

Officials say X-Flex is 
a fiber-reinforced poly- 
mer composite designed 
to work as a stretch-and- 
catch system. It is applied 
to a wall’s interior and 
then bolted to the ceiling 
and floor. When a blast 
detonates, the X-Flex 
stretches to absorb the 
blast to prevent deadly 
debris and shrapnel from 
spreading inside. 

“Ifyou get alarge explo- 
sion, that wall is going to 
fragment and that is what 
is going to be your killer,” 
said Wayne Stroupe, a 
spokesman for the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers 
Engineer Research and 
Development Center in 
Vicksburg, Miss. 

X-Flex, which can hold 
up to the elements, mold 
and fungus as well as 
blasts, has been impres- 
sive during blast tests at 
Eglin Air Force Base, 
Fla., Stroupe said.

Airbags with ‘secret sauce’ 
may defend against RPGs 


Another idea the military is look- 
ing to improve on is airbags. 

The airbag system being devel- 
oped to protect vehicles from RPGs is 
called Tactical Rocket Propelled Air- 
bag Protection System, or TRAPS. 
The Army is working with Textron 
Systems Corporation of Wilmington, 
Mass., on the project. 

TRAPS uses sensors installed on a 
vehicle — such as a Humvee, Abrams 
tank, Stryker or Bradley fighting ve- 
hicle — to detect an incoming RPG, 
determine where it will hit and then 
inflate an airbag to deflect it before 
its round can explode. Textron offi- 
cials said TRAPS could be deployed 
by mid-2010. 

“Tt’s an airbag plus more,” said Tom 
McNamara, chief technology officer 
with Textron. “That more, which is 
the proprietary material, is what de- 
feats the RPG from [exploding].” 

McNamara wouldn’t say what that 
material is — he called it the “secret 
sauce” — but said if an RPG hit a 
protected vehicle, the inflated airbag 
would cause it to fall to the ground 
and that it would not detonate.

NEW YORK — Your new frugal 
lifestyle is about to get tested by 
the biggest consumer challenge 
of the year — holiday shopping. 

Even if youre among the 
thriftiest who have pared back 
spending and paid off debt this 
year, it’s likely you’ll open your 
wallet to decorate a bit and buy 
a few gifts in the weeks ahead. 
The National Retail Federation 
expects people to spend an aver- 
age $683 on the festivities this 
season. That’s down 3 percent 
from last year’s $705, but it’s still 
a substantial sum. 

For many, part of the strategy 
for keeping on budget includes a 
plan to leave the credit cards at 
home and use a debit card at the 
checkout. 

But before heading out to the 
stores with debit card in hand, 
make sure you understand the 
risks. Relying on a card that links 
directly to your bank accounts, 
and has less protection than 
credit, could create more finan- 
cial problems than high interest 
rates if the card is lost or stolen. 
Some advocates even say you 
shouldn’t ever carry debit cards, 
because they offer less protection 
from thieves than credit. 

At the very least, you should 
know when and where it’s not a 
good idea to use such a card.

downturn juiced their popularity 
even more. Early this year, debit 
passed credit cards in dollar vol- 
ume spent, even though they’re 
more often used for smaller 
purchases. 

On the practical side, you 
might think that a debit card will 
help you stay on budget, since you 
can’t spend money you don’t have 
in the account. 

But the $35 billion banks col- 
lected in overdraft fees last year 
should serve as a warning that 
yes, you can overspend with debit 
purchases. The median overdraft 
penalty is $35, and while some

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banks have stopped the practice, 
many still allow multiple over- 
drafts to pile up in a single day. 
Moreover, even if you don’t 
rack up fees, it’s not clear that 
using a debit card will help you 
stick to your budget. Several stud- 
ies have found that carrying cash 
— especially large bills — helps 
curtail spending, but there’s little 
evidence that translates to debit. 


Is there a bigger risk 
if it is stolen? 


Given their widespread use, 
it may be hard to believe debit 
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cards generate controversy. But 
some advocates for the victims of 
identity theft warn against ever 
using them. That’s because if you 
lose the card or your account is 
otherwise compromised, thieves 
could have access to your entire 
bank balance. 

Both debit and credit cards 
offer protections against unau- 
thorized use, but legally and in 
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person or online. 

If you decide to use a debit card 
for holiday spending, it’s impor- 
tant to keep close tabs on your 
card and your accounts to reduce 
the chances that you’ll become a 
victim — or to catch a problem 
early. 

Keep these tips in mind: 


1. Empty your wallet. Pick- 
pocketing increases during the 
holidays. Make sure you aren’t 
carrying any cards you don’t 
need, and keep those at home in 
a secure location, like a locked 
desk drawer or home safe. 


2. Don’t let your card out of 
your sight. Don’t use your debit 
card in places like restaurants 
or bars, where it’s taken away to 
process the transaction, said Jen- 
nifer Leuer, general manager of 
ProtectMyID.com. There’s a big- 
ger chance that it could be put 
through a “skimmer,” a device 
thieves use to read the informa- 
tion on the card, if you can’t see 
what’s happening, she said. 

Even when a purchase is han- 
dled in front of you, make sure 
you keep a close eye on the clerk 
and be alert for unusual behav- 
ior like multiple swipes of your 
card. 


3. Be cautious when using 
ATMs. Freestanding, nonbank 
ATMs are more vulnerable than 
those located at bank branches, 
especially those that are not in 
major chain stores. And even 
bank machines can have skim- 
ming devices attached. These de- 
vices vary from plastic gadgets 
slipped on top of the card slot to

Both MasterCard and Visa 
pledge that customers with debit 
cards bearing their logos have 
zero liability if their accounts 
are misused. But those promis- 
es do not apply in all cases. For 
instance, MasterCard does not 
cover transactions that involve 
the use of PIN numbers, and Visa 
doesn’t cover any ATM withdraw- 
als, or transactions not processed 
by its own network. 


How can I 
protect myself? 


Card-related theft is hard to 
measure because banks often 
combine the amount with other 
losses. The larger problem of 
identity theft is likewise difficult 
to estimate, because of inconsis- 
tent reporting. 

What is clear is that consum- 
ers can be victimized no matter 
where they use their cards — in

If you haven’t 
updated your 
computer’s security 
lately, you’re definitely taking 
unnecessary chances. 

Make sure your security soft- 
ware is up-to-date, and avoid 
shopping on sites that don’t have 
a bright green banner in the ad- 
dress bar when you’re checking 
out. That green banner indicates 
the site meets the industry stan- 
dard for online safety. 


5. Check your account bal- 
ances frequently. It’s hard to pre- 
vent fraud from occurring, but 
vigilance can catch a problem 
before it balloons out of control, 
said Robert Reh, chief informa- 
tion officer for Nassau Financial 
Federal Credit Union in West- 
bury, N.Y. 

If there are suspect trans- 
actions, contact your bank or 
credit union right away. You’re 
more likely to be covered for any 
fraudulent activity if you report it 
quickly.

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Mo. child sex abuse case expands

LEXINGTON, Mo. — The case 
against a family accused of child 
sex abuse expanded with the ar- 
rest of a sixth relative — a 72- 
year-old Florida man who had 
called the allegations against his 
kin repulsive and appalling. 

Darrel Wayne Mohler has been 
charged with raping two children 
in Missouri more than 20 years 
ago. His arrest Friday came a day 
after he told The Associated Press 
that the alleged child abuse by his 
relatives was “unspeakable.” 

Mohler was charged in Lafay- 


Sixth family member charged with rape 


ette County, Mo., with two counts 
of forcible rape in 1986. Officials 
said he was arrested and in cus- 
tody at a jail Ocala, Fla., near his 
hometown of Silver Springs. 

Five other members of the 
Mohler family also have been 
charged with several felonies, in- 
cluding forcible sodomy, rape with 
a child younger than 12 and use of 
a child in a sexual performance. 

“T can’t think of words that 
would put this in perspective. 
I find it repulsive if it’s true,” 
Mohler said Thursday of his fam- 


ily members’ charges. 

Mohler said he was a disabled 
veteran suffering from various 
ailments, including lung disease. 
He did not return phone calls to 
his home Friday. 

The other men charged in 
the case were Mohler’s brother, 
Burrell Edward Mohler Sr., 77, of 
Independence, Mo.; and Burrell’s 
four adult sons: Burrell Edward 
Mohler Jr., 53, of Independence; 
Jared Leroy Mohler, 48, of Co- 
lumbia; Roland Neil Mohler, 47, of 
Bates City; and David A. Mohler, 


52, of Lamoni, Iowa. 

The probable cause statement 
against Darrel W. Mohler ac- 
cuses him of raping two children 
between the ages of 5 and 9 at 
an abandoned home. The state- 
ment alleges that after Mohler 
left the children, Burrell Mohler 
Sr. came to the room and warned 
them to “be careful because wa- 
terbeds were known to pop and 
they might drown in their sleep.” 

The original complaint in the 
case includes allegations of bes- 
tiality, forcing children into fake 
marriages with relatives and 
making an 11-year-old have an 
abortion.

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Photographic memory: A picture can lie

NEW YORK 
he 20th century was 100 
years of amplitude. It over- 
flowed with barbarous 
fighting faiths, wars enveloping 
continents, and graphic jour- 
nalism assaulting global audi- 
ences with scenes of shocking 
immediacy. The Spanish Civil 
War, although small in terms of 
the number of combatants, was 
perhaps the century’s emblemat- 
ic conflict. As a rehearsal for the 
Second World War, Spain’s agony 
became a proxy struggle be- 
tween fascism and communism, 
with democracy crushed in the 
middle. And for perhaps the first 
time, pictures supplemented and 
sometimes supplanted words as 
primary shapers of opinion about 
a conflict. 

According to Robert Hughes, 
author of “The Shock of the New” 
(1980), during World War I’s 
nation-shattering and culture- 
shredding carnage, no photo- 
graph of a dead soldier appeared 
in a German, French or British 
newspaper. But the Sept. 23, 1936, 
issue of the French magazine Vu 
published (as did Life magazine 
10 months later) what became 
perhaps the century’s_ iconic 
photograph — “Falling Soldier” 
(seen above). It was taken by, and 
launched the remarkable career 
of, a 22-year-old Hungarian refu- 
gee from fascism, photographer 


Robert Capa. 

It supposedly shows a single 
figure, a loyalist — that is, anti- 
fascist — soldier, at the instant of 
death from a bullet fired by one 
of Franco’s soldiers. The soldier 
is falling backward on a hillside, 
arms outstretched, his rifle being 
flung from his right hand. This 
was, surely, stunning testimony 
to photography’s consciousness- 
raising and history-shaping truth- 
telling, the camera’s indisputable 
accuracy, its irreducibly factual 
rendering of reality, its refutation 
of epistemological pessimism 
about achieving certainty based 
on what our eyes tell us. 

Probably not. A dispute that 
has flared intermittently for 
more than 30 years has been fu- 
eled afresh, and perhaps settled, 
by a Spanish professor who has 
established that the photo could 
not have been taken when and 
where it reportedly was — Sept. 
5, 1936, near Cerro Muriano. 

The photo was taken about 35 
miles from there. The precise 
place has been determined by 
identifying the mountain range 
in the photo’s background. The 
professor says there was no fight- 
ing near there at that time, and 
concludes that Capa staged the 
photo. 

Could an alternative explana- 
tion be that a single fascist sniper 
fired the fatal shot while some loy- 
alists were at rest? No. What was 
once thought to be blood spurting 


from the falling soldier’s skull is 
actually a tassel on his cap. And 
Capa several times said the sol- 
dier was felled by machine-gun 
fire. In a slightly less dramatic 
photo of another falling soldier, 
taken by Capa at the same time 
— the cloud configuration is the 
same as in “Falling Soldier” — 
the soldier falls on the same spot. 

In 1995, the controversy 
seemed to have been settled in 
Capa’s favor when the fallen sol- 
dier supposedly was _ identified 
as Federico Borrell Garcia, an 
anarchist militiaman. But a 2007 
Spanish documentary included 
a written eyewitness account of 
Borrell dying many miles away, 
behind a tree. There are no trees 
in the many pictures Capa took 
when he took “Falling Soldier.” 

The coolly analytic profession- 
als at the International Center of 
Photography in midtown Manhat- 
tan, which has the Capa archives, 
are commendably dispassionate 
about the “Falling Soldier” contro- 
versy. They also avoid postmodern 
mush, such as: All photographs are 
manipulative fabrications because 
the photographer chooses to point 
the camera here and not there, 
and, anyway, “Falling Soldier” 
is “basically” truthful because it 
illustrates the “essential truth” 
about war. 

Capa was a man of the left and 
“Falling Soldier” helped to alarm 
the world about fascism rampant. 
But noble purposes do not vali- 


date misrepresentations. Richard 
Whelan, Capa’s biographer, calls 
it “trivializing” to insist on know- 
ing whether this photo actually 
shows a soldier mortally wound- 
ed. Whelan says “the picture’s 
greatness actually lies in its sym- 
bolic implications, not in its literal 
accuracy.” 

Rubbish. The picture’s great- 
ness evaporates if its veracity is 
fictitious. To argue otherwise is 
to endorse high-minded duplic- 
ity — and to trivialize Capa, who 
saw a surfeit of 20th-century war 
and neither flinched from its hor- 
rors nor retreated into an “Iama 
camera” detachment. As a warn-

ing about well-meaning falsifica- 
tions of history, “Falling Soldier” 
matters because Capa probably 
fabricated reality to serve what he 
called “concerned photography.” 
But this, too, matters: 

There was the integrity of con- 
stant bravery in Capa’s life, which 
was a headlong rush toward dan- 
ger. He arrived on Omaha Beach 
with the first soldiers early on June 
6, 1944, and was only 40 in 1954 
when, on the move with French 
troops in Vietnam, he stepped on 
a land mine.

Creating jobs a tougher slog than reaching summit

here is something about that familiar 
phrase, “White House summit,” that 
induces mental fatigue and makes 

you realize we’re in trouble. 

Before leaving for a trip through many 
time zones to Asia, standing in front of a 
portrait of George Washington, President 
Barack Obama announced that he is plan- 
ning a jobs summit to be held at the White 
House sometime next month. 

In a three-minute statement, just days 
after we learned the official jobless rate 
is 10.2 percent, highest in 26 years, and 10 
months after taking office, Obama said it is 
incumbent on him to try anything he can 
think of to put 16 million Americans back 
to work. 

So it came to him, he said, that CEOs, 
small-business owners, economists, labor 
union representatives, leaders of nonprofit 
institutions and financial experts (if any 
can be found) should get together over cof- 
fee and brainstorm how to create jobs. 

The key is how to do this in a climate in 
which an American who loses his or her 
job today has a smaller chance of getting a 
new one than at any time in modern record- 
keeping. It’s a climate in which employer- 
provided health care costs are expected 
to rise 160 percent in 10 years. Currently, 
Obama said, employers are making do 
with temps and forcing current employees 
to work harder for lower wages but are not 
willing to hire more full-time employees. 

In fairness, all presidents sooner or later 
decide to hold summits. Usually, the sum- 
mits are on education or global warming or 
trade or male pattern baldness. Very, very 





seldom (never?) do they result in concrete 
action, a better society or even any basic 
agreement. But presidents are always 
thinking of their legacy, and there is no 
such thing as a presidency without a few 
White House summits. 

Obama, by some counts, has held or at- 
tended a dozen summits in the past 10 
months. This is the same principle as ap- 
pointing a White House czar for such prob- 
lems as illegal drug use, soaring health 
care costs, energy independence, climate 
change, government regulations, lack of 
intelligence. At last count there were 28 
czars in the Obama White House. 

At the end of the jobs summit, where 
White House aides will carefully screen 
all the remarks beforehand, Obama will 
thank the participants from the bottom of 
his heart and announce that he has been 


given a lot to think about. (He said he is 
looking for “any demonstrably good idea” 
but realizes sometimes it’s not good for the 
government to act and sometimes it is.) 

The summiteers will depart for home 
in a glow and wake up the next morning 
thinking, “What was that all about?” 

Obama says he wants more American 
innovation and less consumption by Amer- 
icans although our consumption fueled 
the global economy. (So much for former 
President George W. Bush’s advice to go 
shopping after 9/11 and Obama’s Cash for 
Clunkers program — which was supposed 
to make us buy new cars to help the Big 
Three automakers, although we mostly 
bought Toyotas.) 

And while global trade is shrinking at 
its fastest pace in 80 years, Obama also 
hopes more Pacific Rim countries will buy 


more American goods, such as aircraft 
engines, Etch-a-Sketches, DVDs and wine 
refrigerators. 

Obama insisted he has taken steps, such 
as bailing out banks, that have “broken the 
back” of the recession. But he added that 
while the economy is growing again, this 
has not translated into an end to job losses 
month after month. 

It is one of those weird things about poli- 
tics: Despite what they say, presidents have 
very little power to create jobs or boost the 
economy short of pushing Congress to 
spend money and pass stimulus bills. But 
they always get blamed if people are un- 
happy about the economy for very long. 

Sadly, at election time, people don’t re- 
member the president’s summits.

Investigators contend Jerrald 
Green, 48, used investors’ money 
to buy condos for himself in down- 
town Denver and to open two bro- 
kerage accounts, which incurred 
substantial losses.

14 passengers thrown 
from rolling vehicle 


O PORTLAND — Nearly 
everyone aboard a van 
carrying 16 Colorado church group 
members was likely thrown from 
the vehicle when it rolled on an 
icy Oregon highway and killed two 
people, according to state police. 

The 14 college-age survivors 
were all injured, some critically, as 
the van veered out of control and 
rolled on Interstate 84 near Baker 
City in eastern Oregon. 

Their church, the New Life Wor- 
ship Center in Federal Heights, 
Colo., has held a candlelight vigil 
and set up a fund at a local bank to 
help the families. 

Joshua John Pischura, 20, of Ge- 
neva, Ohio, died shortly after the 
crash, while Taune Nicole Winter 
Pepper, 23, of Deer Trail, Colo., 
died after being flown to a Boise, 
Idaho hospital, authorities said. 

Five other passengers with seri- 
ous or critical injuries were also 
flown to Boise. Three were taken 
to a hospital in La Grande, Ore.; 
and six were treated at St. Eliza- 
beth Health Services in Baker City 
and released, Oregon State Police 
said. 


Woman mistakenly hits 
gas, strikes nail salon 


C MILFORD — Connecti- 

cut authorities said a car 
smashed through the front win- 
dows of a nail salon and ended 
up halfway into the shop, injuring 
eight people. 

Police said a woman who was 
driving the Honda Civic appar- 
ently hit the accelerator instead of 
the brakes and the car plowed into 
Sun Nails in Milford.

He said the man, whose identity 
has not been released, was not in- 
jured in the accident. 


Panel reverses decision 
to deport two brothers 


DETROIT — Two De- 
troit-area brothers who 
fled from Yemen after one of them 
married the daughter of a power- 
ful general have persuaded a fed- 
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eral appeals court to let them stay 
in the United States. 

The court said the men could 
be killed if they are deported. A 
three-judge panel reversed a deci- 
sion by an immigration board. 

It was forbidden love and a cul- 
tural feud that brought the broth- 
ers to the U.S. A high-ranking 
general in Yemen refused to bless 
the marriage of his daughter to one 
of the men because he was associ- 
ated with the meat-cutting class. 

The brothers and the bride en- 
tered the United States in 1999. 
She is not facing deportation. The 
Associated Press is not identifying 
them because they fear their fam- 
ily could be persecuted in Yemen. 


Sheriff: Woman faked 
cancer to get implants 


WACO — Authorities 

said a Texas woman lied 
about having breast cancer and 
spent $10,000 raised at a benefit to 
have her breasts enlarged. 

McLennan County _ sheriff’s 
investigator James Pack said in 
court records that 24-year-old 
Trista Joy Lathern shaved her 
head to look like a cancer patient 
undergoing chemotherapy. 

Pack said lLathern wanted 
breast implants to try to save her 
seven-month marriage. 

The Waco Tribune-Herald re- 
ported that Lathern is charged 
with theft by deception. Sheriff’s 
officials and Lathern’s attorney 
didn’t immediately return phone 
calls from The Associated Press. 


Missing college student 
may have hitchhiked 


VA RICHMOND — Virginia 
State Police said they 
believe a Virginia Tech student 
missing for nearly a month was 
hitchhiking after she left a Metal- 
lica concert. 

Police said witnesses saw a 
woman fitting the description of 
20-year-old Morgan Dana Har- 
rington on a bridge trying to get a 
ride. 

Harrington became separated 
from her friends after she left the 
Charlottesville concert arena and 
was denied re-entry. She told them 
she would find a way home. 

Police said they want to hear 
from anyone who might have 
loaned a cell phone to a woman fit- 
ting Harrington’s description.

Manning winning three times 
— plus last year’s game when 
Brady was out. Manning broke 
Dan Marino’s season TD record 
in 2004 with 49, only to see that 
mark fall to Brady when he threw 
50 in 2007. 

Who’s better? 

“Peyton Manning is the best 
pure quarterback in the National 
Football League, but Tom Brady 
is my quarterback with a minute 
left and we’re down four points 
and we need a touchdown because 
he’s done it,” former Patriots 
safety and NBC analyst Rodney 
Harrison said this week. 

The comparisons go far beyond 
numbers. 

A year ago, Manning came into 
the game answering questions 
about his left knee. It took two 
surgeries to clean up an infected 
bursa sac, procedures Manning 
later acknowledged led to a slow 
start before he won his third 
MVP trophy. 

This year, Brady is answer- 
ing questions about his left knee 
— more than a year after having 
surgery to repair torn ligaments. 
He, too, needed additional treat- 
ment to fight an infection and like 
Manning in 2008, wasn’t himself 
early. 

“We did talk a little bit when he 
was dealing with the infection,” 
Manning said. “There were some 
similarities there, but not quite as 
much similarity as you'd think. 
What he’s been able to do coming 
back this year, we’ve seen film 
of the Patriots playing other de- 
fenses, and you can’t tell that he 
missed last year with major knee 
surgery.” 

So fans will get to see two pre- 
mier quarterbacks at the top of 
their game Sunday. 

Brady has thrown 10 TD pass- 
es in the last three games, while 
Manning has thrown for 2,545 
yards and remains on pace to 
break Marino’s season record for 
yards passing (5,084). 

Injuries could have an impact 


on the Patriots plans, though. 

Yes, the Colts are missing three 
starters in the secondary — safe- 
ty Bob Sanders and cornerbacks 
Kelvin Hayden and Marlin Jack- 
son — and will start two rookies 
at cornerback, Jerraud Powers 
and Jacob Lacey. 

But New England likely will 
be without left tackle Matt Light, 
who missed last week’s game and 
practice early this week because 
of a Knee injury. Center Dan Kop- 
pen left last week’s game in the 
second quarter after hurting his 
knee and also missed practice 
time. If they can’t play, the Colts’ 
Pro Bowl defensive ends, Dwight 
Freeney and Robert Mathis, 
could pressure Brady into a short 
game. 

“Every game it seems like they 
are in there in the backfield,” 
Brady said. “Any time you’re 
playing them you don’t have as 
much time to throw so you’ve got 
to make those decisions quicker.” 

Which is precisely what the 
Colts intended to do when new 
coach Jim Caldwell revamped 
the defense. So far, it’s worked 
perfectly. 

Caldwell is the first rookie 
coach since 1931 to open with 
eight victories, and the Colts have 
allowed the fewest points in the 
NFL, 108. Now he’ll match wits 
with three-time Super Bowl win- 
ner Bill Belichick and a New Eng- 
land defense that has allowed the 
second-fewest points in the NFL 
with 115. 

Does it get better than this? 
Only if it comes with another Jan- 
uary rematch. 

“There have been some clas- 
sic games between these two 
teams, we can’t discount that,” 
Caldwell said. “There have been 
some memorable ones, and they 
have been hard-fought. Typically, 
there were games that had a lot 
riding on them. 

“But this is Week 9 and not the 
end of the year. It’s not the play- 
offs. It’s not the Super Bowl.”

CAMP FOSTER, Okinawa 
— After losing in heartbreaking 
fashion in two previous Far East 
Class AA football title clashes 
with Seoul American, Kadena left 
nothing to chance in Saturday’s 
third encounter. 

Shariff Coleman and Thomas 
McDonald each scored two touch- 
downs, and the Panther defense 
held the Falcons to 21 yards and 
two first downs in a 44-0 romp 
over Seoul American at Kubasaki 
High School’s Mike Petty Stadi- 
um on Camp Foster. 

It was sweet redemption for 
Kadena, which lost at Seoul 
American 12-6 in overtime in 
the 2006 title game and 22-21 
last November, when the Falcons 
stopped a two-point conversion 
try on the game’s final play. 

“The kids didn’t forget what 
happened last year,” coach Sergio 
Mendoza said. “We were commit- 
ted. We saw that commitment all 
the way through. It’s exciting. I’m 
proud of them. This is probably 
the best team in the Pacific and 
certainly the best team I’ve ever 
coached.”

WASHINGTON — Just as Alex 
Ovechkin is about to return, Mike 
Knuble breaks a finger and will 
be sidelined three to four weeks. 

Time for a pity party for the 
Washington Capitals? Of course 
not. They’ve won four straight, 
have sole possession of first place 
in the Eastern Conference and 
lead their division by nine points. 

The Capitals beat the Minneso- 
ta Wild 3-1 on Friday night, again 
displaying the type of balanced 
attack that has kept the team suc- 
cessful during five games with- 
out its two-time reigning league 
MVP.

Brett Hodges outplayed the Cougars’ 
quarterback and Brynn Harvey rushed 
for 139 yards and three touchdowns 
Saturday, leading UCF to the upset that 
stopped a five-game winning streak Kee- 
num had kept alive with a pair of last- 
minute rallies. 

Harvey scored on runs of 1, 41 and 7 
yards, the last set up by an interception 
that stopped Keenum’s streak of consec- 
utive passing attempts without an inter- 
ception at 123. 

Hodges completed 21 of 25 passes for 
141 yards and one TD. 

Keenum threw for two TDs in the 
closing minutes, cutting into a 17-point 
deficit. 

He finished 33 of 56 for 377 yards and 
three scores. He had more than 500 yards 
in each of the previous two games. 

No. 19 Penn Stare 31, Indiana 20:

Indiana a 10-0 lead in the first quarter. 

But Penn State settled down after half- 
time. Bowman’s interception return of a 
Chappell pass gave the Nittany Lions a 17- 
10 lead in the third quarter. 

No. 21 Wisconsin 45, Michigan 24: At 
Madison, Wis., Scott Tolzien tied a career 
high with four TD passes and scored on a 
sneak as Wisconsin made Michigan’s mis- 
erable Big Ten season worse. 

Nick Toon caught two of Tolzien’s TD 
throws for the Badgers (8-2, 5-2), who went 
to the air after putting together monster 
rushing performances in their previous 
two games. It was the third consecutive 
triumph for the Badgers — and payback on 
Senior Day for a team that struggled after 
blowing a lead to Michigan last year.

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No. 24 Clemson 43, North Carolina 
State 23: At Raleigh, N.C., C.J. Spiller be- 
came the first player in Clemson history to 
record a TD passing, rushing and receiv- 
ing in the same game, helping Clemson 
pull away. 

Spiller, who broke Derrick Hamilton’s 
season record for all-purpose yards on his 
16-yard TD run in the third quarter, rushed 
for 97 yards on 18 carries. He finished with 
three receptions for 48 yards, including a 
34-yard TD catch that blew open the game 
early in the fourth quarter. 

Jamie Harper added a 69-yard TD run 
for the Tigers (7-3, 5-2 Atlantic Coast Con- 
ference), who won their fifth consecutive 
game. The Tigers will clinch the ACC At- 
lantic Division if Boston College loses at 
Virginia later Saturday. 

Russell Wilson was 12 of 32 for 183 
yards and two TDs for the Wolfpack 4-6, 
1-5 ACC), who allowed at least 30 points for 
the seventh consecutive game. 

N.C. State squibbed its first three kick- 
offs in an effort to keep the ball away from 
Spiller and fellow speedster Jacoby Ford, 
setting up the Tigers with good field posi- 
tion. Punter Jeff Ruiz aimed his kicks to- 
ward the sideline for the same reason. 

Florida State 41, Wake Forest 28: At 
Winston-Salem, N.C., Jermaine Thomas 
rushed for 149 yards and a TD, E.J. 
Manuel was effective in his first career 
start, and Florida State kept its bowl 
hopes alive. 

Manuel was 15 of 20 for 220 yards. 
He threw for a score and ran for one re- 
placing injured Christian Ponder for the 
Seminoles (5-5, 3-4), who will qualify for 
a bowl for a record 28th year in a row 
with a victory next week against Mary- 
land. 

Wake Forest (4-7, 2-5) lost its fifth in a 
row and was eliminated from bowl con- 
tention in a sour final home game for Ri- 
ley Skinner. 

Looking to become the first quarter- 
back to start in four victories over Semi- 
noles coach Bobby Bowden, Skinner 
struggled as the Demon Deacons fell be- 
hind 31-7 in the second quarter. 

Mississippi 42, Tennessee 17: At Ox- 
ford, Miss., Mississippi’s Dexter McCluster 
had 324 all-purpose yards for the Rebels. 

McCluster, who rushed for 282 yards, 
scored on runs of 15, 23, 32 and 71 yards in 
Ole Miss’ first triumph over the Volunteers 
since 1983. 

It’s the most rushing yards given up to 
a running back by the Volunteers. The 
most yards Tennessee had yielded was 217 
to Colorado’s Mike Pritchard in 1990 and 
Alabama’s Bobby Humphrey in 1986. 

Ole Miss (7-3, 3-3 Southeastern Confer- 
ence) became eligible for a bowl. It was the 
Rebels’ first triumph over Tennessee in 13 
games since 1983. 

Tennessee (5-5, 2-4) was without three 
of its celebrated freshmen — wide receiver 
Nwu’Keese Richardson, safety Janzen Jack- 
son and defensive back Mike Edwards. 
They were arrested early Thursday morn- 
ing and charged with attempted armed 
robbery in Knoxville.

No. 5 Cincinnati 24, West Virginia 21: 
At Cincinnati, far from perfect, No. 5 Cin- 
cinnati was good enough to stay unbeaten. 

Tony Pike threw two scoring passes in a 
cameo appearance, and the Bearcats over- 
came a Self-destructive first half to beat 
West Virginia.

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nine-game winning streak and sent it back 
to the playoffs. The Colts (8-0) haven’t lost 
a regular-season game since, 17 straight, 
leaving them one short of the second-lon- 
gest streak in league history. 

The Patriots? Well, after losing last sea- 
son in Indy, they went 6-2, missed the play- 
offs and then went 3-2 this season. Three 
straight victories put New England at 6-2, 
though it trails the Colts by two games in 
the chase for the conference’s top seed. 

“With them being 8-0 right now, it makes 
it tough if we get behind them with a loss 
here,” Brady said. “There are obviously a 
lot of things that can happen, and the play- 
offs are a long ways away, but any time you 
play the teams that you know are going to 
be playoff contenders ... you know, that was 
our problem last year, why we didn’t get 
into the playoffs. We finished 11-5, but we 
didn’t beat any of the playoff teams.” 

As much as the rivalry has been about 
the teams, it’s also been about the head- 
liners: Peyton vs. Tom Terrific. 

The debates never seem to end about 
which player a team would rather have, 
Brady with his three Super Bowl titles and 
one MVP award, or Manning with his three 
MVP awards and one Super Bowl title. 

The two have gone head-to-head eight 
times since the Colts left for the AFC South 
in 2002 with Brady winning five times, and 
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
